Pursuant to 37 C. F. R. §1.1 8 1(a), Applicants respectfully take this Petition to the 
Commissioner to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment Based on Failure to Receive the Office 
Communication mailed October 1, 2002.

This request is timely filed within the two-month period provided for making such 
Petition pursuant to 37 C. F. R. §1.1 8 1(f), and Applicants believe that no fee is required for the 
Petition. However, should any fees under 37 C. F. R. §§ 1.16 to 1.21 be deemed necessary for 




any reason relating to these materials, the Commissioner is hereby authorized to deduct said fees 
from Williams, Morgan & Amerson, P.C., Deposit Account No. 50-0786/2026.000900. 

Remarks 

Following the decision in Delgar v. Schulyer (172 USPQ 513, D.D.C. 1971), Applicants 
hereby petition to the Commissioner to withdraw holding of abandonment based on failure to 
receive an Office Action, request that a new Action be re-mailed, and that the period for reply to 
such Action be calculated from the date of mailing of the replacement Action. • 

M. P. E. P. § 71 1.03(c)(II) states in pertinent part that the Office may grant a petition to 
withdraw the holding of abandonment and re-mail an Office Action when an application is held 
abandoned for failure to prosecute under 35 U.S.C. § 133. 

Pursuant to 1156 O.G. 53 (Nov. 16, 1993), the showing required to establish non-receipt 
of an Office communication must include a statement from the practitioner stating that the Office 
communication was not received by the practitioner and attesting to the fact that a search of the 
file jacket and docket records indicate that the Office communication was not received. A copy 
of the docket record where the non-received Office communication would have been entered had 
it been received and docketed must be attached to and referenced in the practitioner's statement. 

Applicants' undersigned representative filed on September 19,. 2001 a Response to 
37 C. F. R. § 153(f) Notice including therein a Change of Correspondence Address indicating 
that papers relating to the prosecution of the application were to be sent from that point forward 
to Applicants' new undersigned representative, Williams, Morgan & Amerson, P.C., 7676 
Hillmont, Suite 250, Houston, TX 77040. A copy of that Change of Correspondence Address 
Request is attached as Exhibit A. The returned postcard stamped by OEPE JC48 showing a 




receipt date in the Office of September 24, 2001 was received by Applicants' representative, and 
indicates that the paper containing the request for a Change of Correspondence Address was 
received in the Office. A copy of the stamped postcard is attached as Exhibit B. 

Applicants note, however, from a facsimile dated October 23, 2002 from USPTO 
Electronic Business Center that the present application, Serial No. 09/818,193, as of that date 
was still showing as its correspondence address, that of the previous counsel, Pennie & 
Edmonds, LLP, 3300 Hillview Avenue, Palo Alto, CA 94304. A copy of this facsimile is 
attached as Exhibit C. Applicants promptly noted this error in address for the present 
application, and a facsimile sent to Mr. Tony Uranga of the Office on October 25, 2002 indicated 
that application Serial No. 09/818,193 should, in fact, be associated with the undersigned 
representative's customer number (23720) and should reflect the correct correspondence address. 

From these documents, it appears that any Official Communication mailed by the Office 
on October 1, 2002 would have been sent to the previous counsel's address, (i.e., Pennie & 
Edmonds in California) in error, and therefore, would not have been received by Applicants' 
current representative. 

Since no activity had been recorded in the file for many months, on March 6, 2003, 
Applicants' current representative filed a Status Inquiry to determine the status of the case. The 
returned postcard indicated that the Status Inquiry was received at the PTO on March 26, 2003. 
No response was received to the Status Inquiry. 

On June 20, 2003, Applicants' representative received a Notice of Abandonment mailed 
June 17, 2003, indicating that since no reply had been received to the outstanding Action, the 
case became abandoned. From that point, Applicants' representative has acted diligently to 
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determine that no Office Action was received by the present attorneys of record, and that no 



In summary, Applicants' representatives have acted diligently since receiving the Notice 
of Abandonment, and having been made aware of the presence of a non-received outstanding 
Office Action, Applicants' representative has timely filed the present petition to withdraw 
holding of abandonment setting forth the required information. As such, Applicants have 
provided the required accompanying statements by the practitioners, and now respectfully request 
that the Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment Based on Failure to Receive Office 
Action be summarily granted, that the non-received Office Action be re-mailed forthwith, and 
that the period for replying to the outstanding Action be restarted from the new mailing date of 
the replacement Action.
